REMARKS 

This is a Request for Continued Examination which includes Applicants' resggnse tothe 
Examiner' s^^STOffice Action dated April 3, 2002. As a matter of review, Cla 
cancellea without prejudice. Claims 1-9 remain in the instant application. 



Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph: 

The Examiner rejects Claims 1 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph. With regard 
to Claim 1 the Examiner asserts that the term "components " is used by the claim to mean "separate 
regions or a mixture of compositions containing different components " while the accepted meaning 
is a "constituent part 1 *. The Examiner also asserts that "applicants 1 invention appears to be a 
mixture of compositions containing different components 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner's position. The components of the present 
invention are a constituent part of a single detergent composition. Referring to page 4, lines 5-6, 
the detergent composition of the instant invention comprises at least two components which 
comprise an anionic surfactant or an aluminosilicate or a mixture thereof Referring to page 4, lines 
12-15 and page 5, lines 1 - 5 of the instant application, the components of the detergent
